MUTED TONES. THIS CONTRASTS WITH "LOW-PROFILE POSTURE" 

U.S. TOOK THROUGHOUT NEARLY THREE YEARS OF 
NEGOTIATIONS BEFORE SIGNATURE OF THE HELSINKI DOCUMENT 
WHEN IT LET WEST EUROPEANS PUSH HARDEST FOR CONCESSIONS 
FROM MOSCOW, PARTICULARLY ON HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUES.

FRAGILE AND UNEASY RELATIONS BETWEEN WASHINGTON AND 
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MOSCOW THESE DAYS. THE ATTACKS POST A DILEMMA FOR THE 
CARTER ADMINISTRATION AS IT PREPARES FOR THE OPENING THIS 
WEEK OF THE CSCE REVIEW CONFERENCE. SMITH SAYS IF THE 
ADMINISTRATION RESPONDS BY TAKING TOO AGGRESSIVE A STAND, 

IT RISKS PROVOKING A FURTHER DETERIORATION IN AN ALREADY 
PRICKLY RELATIONSHIP WITH MOSCOW. IF IT RESTRICTS 
ITSELF TO BLAND STATEMENTS OF PRINCIPLE WHILE SOVIET 
AUTHORITIES PURSUE A CRACKDOWN AGAINST DISSIDENTS, IT 
RISKS LOSING CREDIBILITY FOR ITS HUMAN RIGHTS 
CAMPAIGN. AT THE MOMENT, SMITH REPORTS, THE WHITE HOUSE - 
WHICH INTERPRETS THE LATEST SOVIET PROPAGANDA FUSILLADE 
AS AN ATTEMPT TO INTIMIDATE THE NEW AMERICAN ADMINISTRATION 
INTO COMPROMISING - IS TRYING TO STRADDLE THE ISSUE. IT 
WANTS TO AVOID EITHER A BACKDOWN OR A SHOWDOWN WITH 
MOSCOW ON HUMAN RIGHTS.
